The action of light on plants has 


been 
shown by 
Combes, 
a 
French 


botanist, 
to vary with its 
intensity, 


as wellas with the age and 
character

serve material, as in the tubers of the 
potato and the root of the beet, 
and 


a weaker light tends

mote the growth of vegetative organs.

volts do

is much risk from bursting pipes.

the new plan, 
the 
steam 
is 
first 


generated in a small boiler. Itis then 
passed through a number of pipes in 
a furnace, and is there superheated 
to 


1000 deg. before entering the pipes of 
the oven. 
Inthe 
process 
of baking 


only a part of the heat 
is given off, 


the steam being left sufficiently hot 
for boilingand other purposes 
before 


it condenses again 
to water. 
Steam 


superheated 
in this 
way, being safe 


and economical, is recommended 
for a 


variety of uses.

A contest 
against 
an entry 


or claim of record, 
under

rules, can only be instituted by a per- 
son who seeks to acquire 
title to or 


claims an interest 
in the land in- 


volved, and the grour.d of the 
contest 


must be based on matters not disclosed 
by the records of the land department.

Carpenter, a British metallurgist, ex- 
plains that the growth has

definitely ascribed to the chemical 
re- 


action that takes 
place between 
the 


flame gases and the constituents of the 
iron, especially to the change 
of sili- 


con to silica, and also to the reaction 
between the flame gases and the gases 
originally dissolved in the iron. 
To 


obtain iron that willnot grow it has 
been necessary 
to give care to its com- 


position. 
The silicon must be removed 


as nearly as possible, 
and all carbon 


contained must 
be in chemical

bination with the iron, none being pre- 
sent in the free state.

the trees should again bind

material with roots, giving the surtace 
its old time greater stability.

The adoption of the constitutional amendment 
separating 


state and county taxation is already causing much discussion 
as to the effect it willhave in the increase or curtailment 
of 


revenue for county purposes. 
The next assessment 
of prop- 


erty willbe made in conformity with the new order of things, 
and financial solons are busy preparing a bill to be passed 
by the incoming legislature to carry out the provisions of the 
amendment. 
Under the new method .certain classes of prop- 


erty, such as railroads, telegraph and 
telephone 
lines, ielec- 


tric light and power companies, 
express and banking corpor- 


ations, willbe taxed for state purposes; and the state govern- 
ment willhave to depend for support upon the revenue raised 
from 
these 
sources, without any general levy upon all tax- 


able property, as has heretofore been the case. 
The county 


governments 
will be maintained 
by a tax levied upon the 


balance of the property left after these 
state 
taxed items are 


eliminated. 
It is evident that this radical 
change 
in the 


revenue laws willbear very uuequally upon different 
coun- 


ties, according

If the room faces north, use a 
w arm tone, never it blue or u gray or 
a green. 
Yellow Is adm irable In a 
dark room, and bright rose makes even 
a plain, dreary room look rich nod In­ 
viting. 
The fashion In dining room s at pres­ 
ent dispenses entirely w ith pictures. 
The walls are either covered with tap­ 
estry paper or done In paneled effects. 
Wainscoting Is very much the fashion 
for those tlint can afford it. 
If the choir covers and portieres are 
of figured 
material they 
require a 
plain paper, and vice verso. 
A plain 
paper Is much bettor th an n figured 
one for showing off paintings and en­ 
gravings. 
If the room Is very high It Is a good 
plan to do nwa.v with the frieze and to 
bring the celling tint dow n on the side 
walls at least eighteen Inches, when 
the molding can he placed at the top 
of th e wall paper proper. 
Tbe servants’ rooms and the kitchen 
should be painted with n durable col­ 
or. so that they can be scrubbed thor­ 
oughly with sonp and water.

ASPARAGUS CULTIVATION. 


How to Make a Bed o f the 
Edible 
Young Shoots. 
A sparagus is a perennial herb cuitl-# 
vated for Its edible young shoots, it Is 
a rugged plant nud will thrive under 
adverse conditions, but to obtain tbe 
succulent stalks needed for culinary 
purposes well drained, rich soil Is ab­ 
solutely necessary. The soil should he 
well mixed with rotted m anures con­ 
taining much nitrogeu and potash. 
P rep are the bed by plowing or spad­ 
ing deeply, beginning tb e work early 
and looking after the drainage prob­ 
lem carefully. Plants at least one year 
old should be obtained for this bed. 
They can be raised from seed, which Is 
sown outdoors In April in drills one 
foot 
apart, the seed being covered 
about one-half Inch. 
P la n ts sultnble 
for transplanting the following spring 
may 
be easily grown th is way, or 
roots may be obtained from one to 
three years old. 
Set the plants in the perm nnent bed 
In furrow s eighteen inches apart, the 
plants being tbe same distance apart 
In each furrow. Be careful to spread 
the roots out naturally and set each 
plant on a little mound o f earth in the 
furrow . Cover at first to a depth of a 
few Inches, gradually GUiDg In as the 
season advances, in the fall cut back 
all tb e stocks to a level with the 
ground for the winter. 
in tb e second year loosen the soil by 
shallow spading. When th e first shoots 
appear the rows may be hilled up 
som ewhat. 
Cut sparingly until the 
third year, ns tbe plants will be more 
productive afterward.

nhnut the 
m ntter, 
sta te d : 
“ Well, 
Jo h n ’s 
(meaning D eluccht's) 
face 
was all over blood, and he said three 
or fo u r jumped on him out there and 
was b eatin g him. He g o t up and came 
in here, and I gave him the gun and 
told him to go out anrl defend himaelf. 
T hat is about the sum 
and substance 
of it. ” 
It is nt t shown by th e record of the 
prelim inary exam ination th a t Delucchi 
and Coffman had any fu rth e r conver­ 
sation, or that Coffman w as present or 
w itnessed or had know ledge of the 
trouble thereafter ensuing 
between 
Delucchi and Lopez, o r perform ed any 
other act in the m a tte r. 
Delucchi, 
a fte r receiving the revolver, holding it 
behind him, walked o u t of the hotel 
and advanced toward Lopez. 
Upon 
reaching the street, 
according to the 
testim ony of Lopez, a s shown by the 
record, he pointed the 
pistol toward 
him ( Lopez) and a scuffle tcok place 
betw een them during w hich 
Delucchi 
was disarm ed by Lopez. 
There is in 
the record no evidence from any other 
w itness th a t Delucchi 
was seen to 
point th e gun at Lopez. 
The proposition arisin g from the re ­ 
cord o f the prelim inary 
examination 
is t h i s : Can one who h as simply w it­ 
nessed a p art of an 
affray in the 
street, and returned to 
his place of 
business, and thereafter sees one of 
the p articipants (with whom it may 
be in ferred that he is on some terms 
of intim acy) appear inside his place 
of business with his 
face covered 
with blood, com plaining th a t three or 
four h av e jumped on him and were 
beating him, be held 
to answer as 
an accom plice in an a ssa u lt thereafter 
com m itted bv such p articip an t when 
the only action and advice of the one 
so w itnessing is to hand a revolver to 
such p articip an t and te ll 
him to go 
out and defend him self. 


B a n i s h i n g from the m ind the resent­ 
ment th a t arises from 
th e imprudent 
and censurable act of arm in g a man 
with a gun, who has ju s t been worsted 
in an encounter, to ask th e foregoing 
question is to answer i t . 
In th e adm inistration o f justice, cer­ 
tain g en e ral principles o f law must be 
followed, 
regardless 
o f 
the 
fact 
w hether the guilty m ay 
or may not 
go unpunished in a p articu lar case 
(by th is I am not assum ing that the 
defendant may have done something 
not appearing in the evidence taken 
down a t the prelim inary exam ination,) 
that w ould have made him guilty of 
any crim e whatever, and stating the 
principle or rule involved in this case, 
let it be]supposed, for exam ple, that 
Amador City had been 
deserted dur­ 
ing th is trouble save and excepting 
for th e presence of D elucchi, Coffman 
and Lopez ; that after handing the re­ 
volver to Delucchi w ith the advice 
and instruction to go o u t and defend 
him self, Coffman had beheld Delucchi 
creep u p behind Lopez an d administer 
a fatal blow . 
Now, bv the express 
provision of 
section 1111 of our penal code a con­ 
viction cannot be had on th e testimony 
of an accom plice, w ith o u t other testi­ 
mony ten d in g to connect th e defendant 
with th e commisson of th e offense. 
If th is defendant can be held upon 
this record taken at th e preliminary 
exam ination to be an accom plice and 
guilty o f an assault o f any degree 
p erpetrated by Delucchi, 
then here is 
an absolute dem onstration th at had 
there been a foul m urder committed 
by D elucchi under circum stances above 
m entioned, no conviction of any crime 
w hatever could have been had. against 
him. 
notw ithstanding 
th e 
positive 
evidence of Coffman. 
The absurdity of calling Coffman an 
accom plice and holding h is evidence to 
be insufficient to sustain a verdict of 
conviction against Delucchi in a sup­ 
posed m u rd er committed as above il­ 
lustrated is apparent an d yet it is 
but th e natu ral and logical conclusion 
that follow s in an endeavor to charge 
Coffman as an accomplice in an assault 
p erp etrated by Delucchi as set forth 
in the record of the prelim inary ex­ 
am ination. 
It is a poor ru le th a t does 
not w ork both ways, b u t the rule is 
the sam e for ascertaining w hat con­ 
stitutes an accomplice, w h eth er in its 
application to diversifying state 
of 
circum stances it be invoked in a given 
case e ith e r by the prosecution or by a 
defendant charged with crim e. 
2 Section 31 of our penal code, which 
is but declaratory of the common law 
rule, provides th at to m ake one guilty 
who h im self does not d ire c tly commit 
the crim e, th a t is. what is known as 
an accessor—First, he m u st aid and 
abet it, o r second, not b ein g present 
has advised and encouraged its com­ 
mission. 
In the line 
o f 
decisions 
where th e question has been raised as 
what co n stitu tes an accom plice, there 
is not a single break, each and all 
declare th a t to he an accessory one 
must, if present, both aid and abet, 
or, if n o t present, have advised and 
encouraged the com mission 
of 
the 
crime. 
It is not claimed by 
the prosecu­ 
tion that the acts and conduct of Coff­ 
man brought him within 
the 
first 
class, th at ia. tbst he was present snd 


did aid ami Abet In the commission of 
tne crime, fob th » single physical set 
performed by him was the one handing 
the revolver to Delucchi. 
Rut 
it is 
claimed that his conduct and language 
bring him w ithin the second 
class, 
th a t is, by the u se of the language, 
“ Take this and go out nnd defend 
y ourself," and th e physical a c t 
of 
handing the re v o lv e r to Delucchi. 
By what process of reasoning i t can 
be held that to te ll a man to defend 
him self la advising him to com m it a 
crim e, 1 am w holly unable to fathom . 
I t is tne advice given to the averag e 
American boy by his father; and w hile 
under our sta tu te the giving of such 
advice to, accom panied by the a c t of 
arm ing, a child un d er the age of fo u r­ 
teen years, or a lunatic or idiot, would 
undoubtedly m ake the offender an ac ­ 
complice in any a c t of assault com 
m itted by such child, lunatic or idiot, 
it is not claimé:! here that D elucchi 
com es within one of these classes. 
To advise a m an to “ go out and de­ 
fend him self" is n o t advising him to 
com m it a crime, b u t it is telling him 
to do something th a t he has a law ful 
rig h t to do, even to the extent of ta k ­ 
in g human life under some circ u m ­ 
stances, if it becom es necessary. 
The elem entary principle of law as 
laid down in G reenleaf on Evidence, a 
standard text book in almost ev ery 
law school in the land, is thus sta te d 
in volume 3, at p ag e 71: “ If the p rin ­ 
cipal in the crim e totally and s u b ­ 
stan tially departs 
from his in s tru c ­ 
tions, as if, being solicited to burn 
a 
house, he m oreover commits a ro b b ery 
w hile so doing, 
he stands single in 
th e latter crime w h ile so doing, 
and 
th e other is not held responsible fo r 
th e robbery as an accom plice.” 
T hat Delucchi to ta lly and su b sta n ­ 
tia lly departed fro m his instructions 
“ to go out and defend him self.’ ’ by 
com m itting an a ssa u lt instead, is e s­ 
tablished beyond the shadow 
o f 
a 
doubt. 
The advice “ to take the gun 
and go out and defend him self’’ 
w as 
law ful and innocent in itself; but sup-' 
pose he had given some unlawful a d ­ 
vice, for example, to take the revolver 
and go out and b rea k open a till in 
another man’s house and burglarize it, 
an d departing fro m 
such instructions 
Delucchi had cum m itted an 
a s sa u lt 
upon the street upon Lopez, yet even 
th e n , under this elem entary ru le of 
law , Coffman could not be held a3 an 
accom plice to tn e assault. 
In o th e r 
w ords, to hold Coffm an as an accom - 
pice, in any assau lt committed by D e­ 
lucchi, It must ap p e ar that he advised 
an assault, or used language fro m 
w hich a reasonable deduction m ig h t be 
d raw n from the language itself th a t 
such advice was so understood by the 
p arties, and that no innocent co n stru c­ 
tio n could he reasonably be placed upon 
th e language used. 
The rule laid dow n in Greenleaf on 
E vidence has n ev er been changed in 
th is state. 
In People vs K eefer, 65 
C al. 233, it is said : “ The fact th a t th e 
defendant did encourage Chapman in 
h is purpose to follow and tie the d e ­ 
ceased, such encouragem ent would n o t 
o f itself make him accessory to th e 
k illin g ." 
In P eople vs. Bunker, 
2 
C al. App. Reports, 204, it was held 
“ th a t even if G ra n g er and T ichenor 
w ere guilty of offering a bribe,” 
to 
B unkers, a m em ber of the legislature, 
th e y were not accom plices in the crim e 
o f Bunkers in receiving a bribe w hile 
a m em ber of the le g isla tu re ,” and th e 
conviction of B unkers was rig h tfu lly 
h ad on 
their 
testim ony, 
as 
th e y 
n e ith e r aided nor 
abetted 
nor 
e n ­ 
couraged the crim e of receiving 
a 
b rib e, for which he w as convicted, 
by 
th e ir acts in procuring the money and 
g iv in g it to Jordan, 
who offered th e 
b rib e .” 
A 
m ultitude of 
authorities 
upon 
th is principle underlying the acts and 
w ords that are necessary to make one 
an accomplice may be found. 
Some of 
th e California cases th at 
may 
be 
m entioned, to say 
nothing 
of 
th e 
au th o rities from o u r sister states a re : 
People v. A nthony, 56 Cal. 395. 
People v. B alinger, 71 Cal 20. 
People v. Dole, 122 Cal. 436.

N o cases have been cited by the d is ­ 
tric t attorney, and in my opinion 
no 
case can be found 
th a t will ju stify 
th e holding of th is deferdant upon 
any crim e of a s s a u lt committed by 
D elucchi upon the evidence taken 
a t 
th e preliminary exam ination. 
B ut it 
is suggested with much plausibility 
b u t much assurance, 
th a t Coffman is 
m orally responsible fo r the act of D e ­ 
lucchi, and the la tte r would have co m ­ 
m itted his offense i f Coffman had n o t 
furnished him w ith a revolver, and he 
should be held am enahle for the ac t of 
D elucchi; but n eith er would any m an 
e v e r kill another by poison or a gun if 
som e one did not s e ll or furnish th e 
g u n or poison to him . 
Inasmuch as no 
judge, acting upon hia oath ot office, 
could perm it a v erd ict to stand, a s ­ 
sum ing that one w ould be rendered, 
a g a in st Coffman fo r the crime of a s ­ 
s a u lt of any degree com m itted by D e ­ 
lucchi, 
it would 
seem 
that 
th e 
punishm ent for C offm an’s delinquency 
w ould fall upon th e tax-payers 
w ho 
m u st beai the expense of a crim inal 


trial, ra th e r than upon him . 
Cotllts 
are organized for the purpose of re­ 
dressing le g al wrongs only, 
and how­ 
ever reprehensible and censurable the 
conduct o f a man may be in the eyes of 
the com m unity, 
so long as he con­ 
fines it w ithin legal bounds he in not 
answerable to the courts, b u t amend 
able only to a power higher than that 
of man; an d this is necessarily so In a 
free governm ent where no man can he 
convicted 
except upon th e Identical 
charge upon which he is 
placed on 
trial, for if there is to be a departure 
from this rule, the necessity for the 
classification of crimes no longer ex­ 
ists, and th e legal conduct o f all men 
would be regulated not by 
written 
laws but bv the conscience of 
the 
judge. 
The conclusion is irresistab le that 
the evidence appearing in the record 
taken before the com m itting magis­ 
trate is insufficient to ju stify the com­ 
m ittm ent o f defendant for offense of 
an assault by Delucchi of any degree 
w hatever; th a t the re stra in t of de­ 
fendant’s lib e rty is illegal, and th at he 
is entitled 
to 
his 
discharge 
upon 
habeas corpus.

COOKS' SHOPS. 


Thay 
Wera the 
Beginnings of the 
Modern Restaurant. 
In primitive tim es the only places 
In London where th e public could be 
entertained with food bnd been the 
cooks’ shops. The fam ous East Cheap 
w as a great thoroughfare, down which 
the stalls of the butchers alternated 
w ltb those of the cooks. 
You chose a 
jo in t at the flesh m arket, and you c a r­ 
ried It next door to be cooked fo r 
you by a certain hour. 
If you wished 
for wine, you m ust bring that w ith 
you. for the cooks sold no liquor, a l­ 
though they seem to have provided, a s 
tim e went on, more and more of th e 
n atu ra l accom panim ents of meat, such 
as bread, vegetables an d pastry. 
T h is habit continued until well Into 
the reign of Elizabeth, and so long 
as such an Inconvenient custom p re­ 
vailed there could hav e been no real 
com fort for any citizen who chose to 
dine abroad. 
He m u st have had as 
m uch trouble with porterage and b as­ 
kets as a country p a rty has today a t 
a picnic. 
But about the time th a t 
Shakespeare came up to London a 
rem arkable change took place In th e 
custom s of the town, and the practice 
of public hospitality and entertain­ 
m ent was singularly facilitated. 
T h e nature of this change lay In th e 
sudden development o f the tavern and 
the 
consequent 
w ithdraw al 
of th e 
cookshop.
